DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 2/20/01 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 

portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, butthe 

information referred to therein has not been considered. The examiner has received all 
of the US Patents but has not received any of the other type documents listed on page 
2 of the information disclosure statement identified above. Copies should be forwarded 
to the examiner when responding to this office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7, 14-21, 24-30, and 37-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Brenner et al US Patent 5,830,068. An artisan of ordinary 
skill could easily determine by a reading of Brenner that all of the instantly claimed 
subject matter is disclosed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 22, 23, 45, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Brenner et al US Patent 5,830,068 in view of LaDue US Patent 

5,999,808. Brenner discloses all of the claim limitations of claim 1 as disclosed above 

but lacks in specifically disclosing that the user equipment can be a cellular telephone of 

a handheld computer. Instead Brenner discloses in column 4 that regardless of medium 

used racing data and racing videos are distributed. Column 18 discloses that racing 

data may be provided and distributed by a number of sources which may include a 

stand alone computer. In an analogous invention to LaDue discloses a wireless gaming 

and gambling method and apparatus which could utilize wireless data communication 

networks such as cellular, paging and satellite networks. LaDue specifically discloses 

the use of cell phones and personnel digital assistants for use with this wireless 

gambling and gaming method. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 

combine the systems of Brenner and LaDue given the motivation provided above by 

Brenner that any medium for transmitting data could be used. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Karmarkar 709 discloses a virtual distributed multimedia system 

Cherry 775 disclose a wagering game based on the ranking order of participants

Baba et al '371 discloses a data communications system for a game system 

-Miret aU150 discloses a method for pari-mutuel gaming - - — 

Miyamoto et al 721 discloses forecasting the ranking of racing contests

1758 (2002)), 
which further amended 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as revised by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) (Pub. L. 106-1 13, 1 13 Stat. 1501 (1999)). The revised 
provisions in 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) are completely retroactive and effective immediately for 
all applications being examined or patents being reexamined. Until all of the Office's 
automated systems are updated to reflect the revised statute, citation to the revised statute 
in Office actions is provided by this attachment. This attachment also substitutes for any 
citation of the text of 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), if made, in the attached Office action.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if 
the international application designated the United States and was published 
under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as revised by the AIPA and H.R. 2215, applies to all qualifying 
references, except when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from 
an international application filed before November 29, 2000. For such patents, the prior 
art date is determined under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as it existed prior to the amendment by 
the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. § 102(e)). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 102 prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA that forms the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
the attached Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by 
the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) 
of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.
